PROPOSED  REVISION  0?  FEDERAL  AID  AND 

FEDERAL  AID  SECONDARY  PROCEDURE 

October  6,  191+8 

It  has  been  recognized  for  many  years  that  the  present  method  of 
designating  Federal  Aid  Routes,  projects,  etc.,  is  radically  out  of  date 
and  is  becoming  more  confusing  as  time'  goes  on.     In  order  to  overcome 
this  condition  it  has  been  suggested  by  the  Washington  office  of  the  Public 
Roads  Administration  that  a  new  system  of  route  numbering  and  project  de- 
signation be  inaugurated.   Consequently,  after  several  conferences  between 
State  Highway  and  Public  Roads  officials,  a  revised  procedure  has  been  de- 
veloped. 

It  should  be  stated  further  that  several  other  states,  recognizing 
the  deficiencv  In  the  present  system,  have  already  adopted  a  similar  plan, 
which  Washington  hopes  will  sooner  or  later  be  adopted  by  all  states.  Fur- 
thermore, those  states  which  have  adopted  this  revised  plan  have  reported 
complete  satisfaction  with  the  change. 

Under  the  proposed  plan,  numbering  of  routes  starts  at  the  west  and 
progresses  to  the  east.   The  Inter-State  System  was  assigned  the  numbers  1 
to  9j  only  1  to  3  being  used  at  the  present  time,  1+  to  9  being  reserved  for 
possible  future  expansion.   The  Federal  Aid  Primary  System  routes  were  as- 
signed the  numbers  10  to  59 >    starting  at  the  west  of  the  State  and  progress- 
ing to  the  east.   In  each  group  of  ten  numbers  the  first  seven  were  used  and 
the  last  three  were  reserved  for  future  expansion,  i.e.,  10,  11,  12,  13,  lh» 
15»  and  l6  were  assigned  to  routes,  and  17,  18,  and  19  were  unassigned.  In 
this  way  we  can  add  routes  to  the  system  and  still  know  its  geographical 
location  by  the  size  of  the  route  number., 

The  State  feels  that  this  system  will  be  far  more  workable  and  easier 
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to  find  a  route  than  the  universal  numbering  system  that  was  previously  re- 
viewed. 

These  routes  are  then  divided  into  long  projects  averaging  seventy- 
four  miles  in  length.   The  route  sections  were  terminated  so  as  to  eliminate 
the  maximum  number  of  Federal  Aid  project  splits;  consequently,  incorporated 
cities  and  junctions  of  main  routes  were  given  preference  over  county  lines 
because  of  the  many  projects  ending  at  these  points.   Detailed  descriptions 
of  the  projects  will  be  furnished  at  a  later  date. 

These  route  sections  are  then,  for  State  administrative  purposes, 
divided  into  control  or  maintenance  sections  averaging  about  fourteen  miles 
in  length.   The  new  control  sections  will  follow  the  route  sections  in  order 
in  all  cases,  and  the  mileage  in  municipalities  of  five  thousand  and  over 
will  be  given  a  designated  control  section.   If  and  when  the  Urban  System  is 
approved  these  numbers  will  then  automatically  be  designated  on  the  Urban 
System.   It  is  felt  that  these  additional  numbers  at  the  present  time  will 
prove  themselves  more  valuable  under  the  proposed  Urban  System.   The  State 
is  not  submitting  maps  at  this  tine  showing  the  new  control  sections,  but 
will  follow  as  soon  as  the  control  sections  have  been  studied  by  the  State 
office  and  field  personnel. 

The  four  digit  number  code  for  identifying  Federal  Aid  projects  and 
Inter-State  projects  is  the  same  as  previously  used  and  discussed,  and  as 
shown  on  the  project  maps  submittedo  Complete  codes  will  be  submitted  as 
the  work  progresses  to  the  final  state  of  completion.  In  the  Federal  Aid 
Code,  8  in  the  first  digit  indicates  Inter-State  System;  9  in  the  first 
digit  indicates  Federal  Aid  Primary  System;  second  and  third  digits  indi- 
cate route  number;  fourth  digit  indicates  route  section  number. 
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At  this  time  no  maps  are  being  submitted  for  the  Secondary  System,  but 
they  will  follow  as  work  progresses  and  as  the  maps  and  control  sections  are 
designated  and  set  up„ 

The  four  digit  number  code  for  identifying  Federal  Aid  Secondary  pro- 
jects is  as  follows: 

The  first  two  digits  (01  to  59)  indicate  the  county  in  which  the 
Federal  Aid  Secondary  route  is  located.   The  last  two  digits  indicate  the 
route  number.   This  numbering  system  provides  99  routes  within  each  county.. 
EXAMPIE;  5IOI4  would  be  Federal  Aid  Secondary  Route  1+  in  Toole  County, 

Included  in  this  report  are  data  on  all  old  project  numbers  and 
routes  correlated  to  the  new  proposed  project  numbers  and  routes,  includ- 
ing a  list  showing  number  and  project  section  splits  as  proposed  for  the 
redesignation  of  project  numbers  on  the  primary  system  only.   Also  a  tabu- 
lation giving  the  proposed  mileage  within  and  outside  of  reservations,  in 
relation  to  permissable  f%   mileage. 

We  propose,  if  possible,  to  place  the  new  procedure  in  effect 
January  1,  19^49  >    and  in  order  to  accomplish  this  it  will  be  necessary  to 
receive  approval  of  the  attached  route  and  project  maps  and  accompanying 
numbers  and  descriptions  at  the  earliest  practicable  date<>
